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Surgeons in Cape Town Claim First Successful Human Heart Transplant 
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CAPE TOWN, South Africa (AP) — A 


South African hospital claimed Sunday the 
world's first successful 
human heart 


transplant. Surgeons removed the heart of 
a young woman who died after an auto* 
mobile crash and placed It in the chest 
of a 5 5-year-old man dying because his own 
heart was damaged, the announcement 
said. 


When the transplanted heart was in place, 


it was started beating by an electric 
shock. Dr. Jan H. Louw, the hospital's 
chief surgeon, said, "It was like turning 
the ignition switch of a car," 


Groote Schuur Hospital said the man 


was in satisfactory condition late Sunday

The heart was removed from the body of 


Denise Ann Darvall, 24, an accounting 
machine operator at a bank, and transfer* 
red to Louis Washkansky, a Jewish busi- 
nessman, the hospital said. 


Washkansky, described as of medium 


build, was reported fully conscious and In 
very satisfactory condition after the five- 
hour operation that ended at 6 sum. The 
announcement said his blood pressure was 
normal by Sunday afternoon. 


In the first stage of the heart transplant 


operation, both Washkansky and the body of 
Miss Darvall were put on hearMung ma. 


chines, each manned by a team of techni. 
clans. 


In the second stage, the donor's heart 


was removed and the circulation of her 
heart, once it was taken out, was kept 
going by a pump. 


The third stage was the removal of 


Washkansky's heart. 


The fourth and most intricate stage of 


the operation was the placing of the 
donor's heart in WashkansVy*s body. When 
the transplant was completed, electrodes 
were placed against the heart walls and a 
high current was switched on for a frac. 
tion of a second. 


The heart started beating Immediately, 


said Louw. 


Surgeons 
at 
California's 
Stanford 


Medical Center have been reported by the 
Journal of the American Medical Assocla. 
tion to be ready for a heart transplant 
whenever the ideal donor and Ideal re* 
ciplent appeared there at the same time. 
Animal heart transplants have been sue* 
cessful at that center. 


The announcement of the transplant to 


Washkansky came from Dr. Jacobus G. 
Burger, medical supervisor of the Groote 
Schuur Hospital. 


"The operation was his only chance," 


Burger said. "Washkansky was dying and 
wouldn't have lived longer than a few 


days otherwise." 


Burger s*ld the next two or three days 


would be the critical postoperative period. 


"The longer Washkansky goes on, the 


better," he said, "although 
' J-*s not 


mean the heart will not be rejected later. 
The body could decide In 5 or 10 years' 
time that it doesn't want this heart." 


Dr. Burger said apart from the body's 


natural tendency to reject the heart, the 
main danger could come from blood clot* 
ting and resultant heart failure. 


Washkansky has a tracheotomy—a tube 


inserted in his throat through which he is 
breathing—and is unable to speak, said 
Burger. He is being kept absolutely quiet

the alert.

tle, ft is that toe battles they 
fight cannot decide the war. ft 
is unv/lnnable in the sense that a 
horde of elephants cannot win a 
-tj £gle with a swarm of mos. 


jes, not because toe mos. 


.toes are too brave or too 
.laUc, but because mosquitoes 


cio not surrender to elephants. 
Mo mosquito can surrender all 
che mosquitoes that can be bred 
in toe marsh and no govern, 
rnent or committee or general 
can surrender the revolutionary 
peasantry 
of toe Asian con. 


ttnent. 


What we are witnessing is not 


a conflict between two military 
forces of different sizes, but of 
two military forces that are 
different in kind. The conflict 
is between two quite different 
military systems. 
One con- 
sists of a highly centralized 


organization using the deadliest 
weapons; the other consists of 
e n d l e s s l y decentralized 
swarms of guerrilla fighters 
and 
terrorists. 


North Vietnam is testing, so 


we are 
often told, whether 


"wars of national liberation" 
can succeed. That is true, ft 
is testing whether guerrilla 
fighters with a continent behind 
them and an inexhaustible horde 
of discontented people can be 
subdued by military forces de. 
veloped and organized to fight 
against equally organized pow. 
ers with equally advanced wea. 
pons. Our most bewildering and 
perhaps our most significant ex. 
perience in the Vietnamese war 
has been that toe kind of mili- 
tary force which brought down 
Japan and Germany does not 
bring down Ho Chi Minn and toe 
Viet Cong. 


The fact that although we are 


able to destroy toe enemy's 
country and are not able to win 
the war Is something new in our 
experience of warfare. We are 
up against something which is 
different in kind from anything 
that West Point and Annapolis 
anticipated. We defeated Japan 
and the victory endured in toe 
sense Japan rose again and 
prospered and we are hoping to 
make It our ally. But if we 
could dictate peace in Hanoi 
after toe surrender of Ho Chi 
Minn, it would be only a ques- 
tion of time before toe anti- 
Communist and pro-American 
regime we had set up in South 
Vietnam would be undermined 
and would crumble. 


In the long run, perhaps the 


most important consequence of 
toe present war in Vietnam will 
be toe demonstration that toe 
strongest military power in his- 
tory cannot by the use of its 
superior firepower impose its 
will on a distant people. The 
elephants can kill every mos. 
quite they can trample upon. 
But in toe marshes, toe swarms 
of mosquitoes are constantly re. 
newed. 


Because toe Vietnamese and 


American ways of waging war 
are so radically different in 
kind, there is no prospect on 
either side for a lasting mill. 
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tary decision. The best that toe 
North Vietnamese can hope for 
is that they can make life so 
miserable for us that after a 
while we shall weary of the 
struggle and decide to go away. 
The best that the American 
people can hope for is that their 
enemies will be worn down to a 
point where they will have to 
subside. The American people 
have no hope that we can with, 
draw in triumph, leaving behind 
us an independent, anti-Corn, 
munist, 
anti-Chinese, pro. 


American state in South Viet, 
nam. 


We are seeing how a war 


waged without hope of a mili- 
tary decision degenerates into 
savagery. The laws of civiliz- 
ed warfare have been made a 
mockery in Vietnam. There is 
toe terrorism of toe guerrilla 
fighters. 
There is toe ter- 


rorism of the bombers which 
cannot and do not distinguish 
between civilians and soldiers. 
The cruelty of the war reflects 
toe frustration 
of toe com. 


batants, who realize that their 
battles are always indecisive 
and always have to be fought 
over again. Perfectly decent 
young Americans find themselv- 
es under orders to commit 
acts which in toe conventional 
wars are called atrocities, and 
the civilians at home find them- 
selves justifying these atrocit- 
ies on the very low ground that 
the other side is also cim- 
mltting atrocities. 


Some of us who prefer to ar- 


gue about toe war in terms of 
our national Interest and of 
strategic 
principles 
have 


shrunk 
from stressing toe 


cruelty and toe inhumanity of 
the actual conduct of toe war. 
But we are a minority among 
toe dissenters. Over and be. 
yond toe growing objection to 
the casualties and toe costs 
and toe lack of a credible war 
purpose, the real thrust of toe 
popular dissent is moral re. 
vulslon. There is a growing 
sense of guilt. Our people are 
becoming revolted and ashamed 
by the spectacle of themselves 
engaged in a war where a big, 
rich, super .armed giant is try* 
ing to beat toe life out of a 
dwarf. Less and less are Amer. 
leans enjoying toe idea of them- 
selves in such an uncivilized, 
unchivairous, Inhumane role. 
Everyone knows that this is toe 
most unpopular war in Ameri- 
can history, ft is also toe war 
which most deeply affronts toe 
American conscience. 


As toe war goes on and when, 


if ever, it is over, we shall be 
sorting out toe political and 
strategic lessons of what is tor 
us—and what may be for all 
the world—a tnlqac experience.

WASHINGTON—Whether or not the American 


housewife can be sure of clean meat In the 
packing plants not subject to federal inspection 
will now depend largely on two diametrically 
opposite leaders of the House and Senate, who 
go into secret huddle early mis week. 


The leaders are the Republican lady from 


Washington 
State, charming 


Mrs. Catherine May, who has 
posed as the consumer's champ- 
ion but isn't; and the white, 
haired, benign Senator from 
Florida, Spessard Holland, an 
honest conservative Democrat 
who is under great pressure 
from Florida meat packers. 
It will be their job to reconcile 
the very real differences be. 
tween the Senate meat inspection bill which 
protects the consumer and the House bill which 
doesn't. 
Rep. 
Bob Poage, Texas Democrat, who is 


chairman of the House Agriculture Committee, 
has delegated chief authority to Mrs, May to 
negotiate with the Senate. 


Mrs. May has long been close to Aled Davies, 


representative of the Meat Institute. She is al- 
so friendly to the big cattlemen of Washington 
State. 
The closedrfbor huddles of the next two or 


three days will end the long battle to put packing 
houses which operate within state borders under 
the same general Inspection rules as packing 
houses operating across state lines. The latter 
handle about 70 to 75 per cent of American 
meat production and are federally inspected. 
Other intrastate plants are not. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has In its flies shocking 
reports of unsanitary conditions regarding filth, 
rats, doctored meat and 4O3 (dead, dying, dis- 
eased and disabled) animals. 


The move to pass a stronger meat inspection 


bill actually began when President Johnson two 
years ago proposed a tougher such law, ft 
failed to get out of the House of Representa. 
tives. 
This year, the White House started on a more 


modest note, at which point two courageous 
Congressmen, Neal Smith offowaandTomFoley 
of Washington, both Democrats, started a lone 
and valiant battle for the consumer. They de- 
manded a meat inspection bill with teeth in it, 
to cover Intrastate packing houses. 


As their campaign picked up steam, Betty 


Furness, the White House consumer spokesman, 
issued a statement supporting them. 


At this point toe campaign for tougher meat 


inspection ran into one of those snafus which 
frequently occur In toe executive branch of gov- 
ernment. OldJlne bureaucrats in toe Agricul- 
ture Department didn't take toe White House 
seriously. They thought Betty Ferness's public 
statement 
was for political purposes; that 


actually LBJ didn't mean what his White House 
spokesman said. 


This came to light when two Texas Con- 


gressmen, Bob Poage and Graham Purcell, call- 
ed up toe White House to complain that they 
thought they were promoting toe administration 
Interests as given them by Agriculture bureau, 
crats. 
When toe bureaucrats were reminded 


of Betty Flu-ness's statement supporting meat 
inspection, toey replied.- "Oh yeah; that's only 
consumer window-dressing." 


At this point Presidential aide Joe Galliano 


called a meeting at toe White House and gave 
the word that the President was emphatically 
and vigorously for protecting consumers. The 
President favored toe tough Smlto-Foley meat 
inspection bOl, it was said, and he also backed 
toe excellent meat inspection bill introduced 
by Sen. Walter Mondale, DJUinn. 


To reinforce this, toe President himself made 


one of his most vigorous statements going on 
record for meat inspection, safe pipelines, 
truth-ln4endlng, and nonflammable products. 


"Nobody in this country ought to ever take a 


chance on eating filthy meat from filthy pack- 
ing houses," toe President said. 


But despite this, believe it or not, Agriculture 


Department bureaucrats kept plugging for toe 
meat bill introduced by Sen. Joseph Montoya of 
New Mexico, a state where cattle reign su- 
preme. Finally LBJ, provoked at toe bureau- 
crats 
got hold of Secretary of Agriculture 


Orvilie Freeman and told him to telegraph toe 
Meat Institute that the administration was em- 
phatically for toe tough Mondale bill, not toe 
weaker Montoya bill. 


On Sunday, Nov. 19, White House aide Cali- 


fano worked part of toe day with Rod Leonard, 
assistant to Secretary Freeman, untangling this 
snafu and putting toe administration firmly on 
record for toe Mondale bill. Sen Mondale had 
introduced four amendments: to permit any 
state governor to invite federal inspectors to 
take over Intrastate plants; permit federal in- 
spectors to enter any such plant for observa- 
tion purposes; 
close down any state plant 


which became a health menace if toe state re- 
fused to do so; and submit annual reports to 
Congress naming unsanitary plants.

Q. WHATB DEVALUATION 


OF THE DOLLAR? 


A. The dictionary definition 


of devaluation is "to diminish 
the value of something," 


When the British pound was de. 


valued on Nov. 18, its value was 
diminished in terms of toe U.S. 
dollar from $2.80 to $2.40. The 
value of toe dollar and of toe 
currencies of all other major 
trading nations remained un. 
changed. Theoretically, there- 
fore, Britain has gained a slg. 
niflcant trade advantage, for 
her exports will be cheaper 
(will be sold at $2.40 a pound 
instead of $2.80) and her 1m. 
ports will be mon expensive 
(will buy only $2.40 a pound 
instead of $2.800 


But the position of toe dol- 


lar is far different. The dol. 
lap's value is measured against 
gold because toe UjS. stands 
ready to convert dollars held 
by qualified foreign creditors 
into gold at $35 an ounce on 
demand. 
Thus, toe dollar is 


considered as good as gold, is 
used by nations to settle debts,

They 
could not do otherwise, for a 50 
per cent devaluation would theo- 
retically cut toe cost of our ex. 
ports in half and give us an 
Intolerable trade advantage in 
world markets. 


The net result would be a 


move by the entire world to, 
new levels of currency val- 
ues but toe relationships be- 
tween toe currencies would re- 
main toe same, and thafs a 
crucial point. 


The 
only Immediate price 


change would be that for gold. 
The value of toe gold hoards 
of metaLowidng nations would 
double. As an illustration, if 
toe dollar w»re devalued tola 
week, our $12 MlUofefftus of 
gold would have a dollar value 
of $24 billion; France's $5.2 
billion of gold would be valued 
at $10.4 billion.

lute action as an antidote.

The prompt, concerted and forceful moves of the western 


nations this past week gave the International speculators pause 
and returned a measure of calm to the gold markets. 


The most constructive steps were the weekend declaration of 


confidence in the stability of the dollar by seven western na- 
tlons meeting in Frankfurt; the $1.4 billion standby credit 
finally arranged on Wednesday by the International Monetary 
Fund to help Britain defend toe pound, curbs on gold sales Insti- 
tuted by Swiss banks and the Federal Reserve's announcement 
of a £1.75 billion increase in Its borrowing arrangements with 
foreign central banks—raising these swap agreements to almost 
£7 billion—to defend the dollar. 
The coordinated actions and reactions of the last two weeks 


represent another significant victory for International coopera- 
tion in a world constantly becoming more Interdependent. 


Financial markets In the U.S. and abroad reacted favorably. 


Stock and bond prices held steady and foreign exchange trading 
was fairly quiet and orderly. 
Prices of goloWnining stocks, which had been strong two weeks, 


suffered sharp losses last week as the gold rush simmered down. 
Declines In those issues ran as high as 5 and 6 points, while the 
rest of the market moved narrowly and the averages showed little 


Neither French President de Gaulle's comments on the "im- 


mutability, impartiality and universality" of gold nor Rep.

One of my musts as a college 


football coach is that each let- 
ter that can be answered must 
be answered. If a coach doesn't 
answer his mall he may never 
know when some proud parent 
of a high school football star is 
putting him to the test. 


This season I wish I had more 


of those letters. 


Since 
writing this column 


we've received mall from many 
places. Some of IV s compli- 
mentary because we've tried to 
be gracious in defeat after 
having missed our goal to be- 
come the first to lead a team 
to three straight outright Big 
Ten championships. 


But one letter which deals 


with the toss of the coin is the 
gist of this column. One fan 
wanted to know why we de- 
cided three weeks ago against 
Ohio State to kick off rather than 
receive. 


There are many fans 
and 


even expert writers covering 
football who find it difficult to 
understand a team's decision 
on the toss of the coin. 


They feel that the toss is made 


to decide which team will kick 
off and which team will receive. 
That choice is only one of the 
options and It is secondary even 
though you will find it listed as 
the No. 1 choice in the official 
NCAA football rules. 


When our field r-apfaHn wins 


the toss he elects to defend 
a goal that has a wind ad- 
vantage. We do this in order 
to gain good field position early 
in a game when our opponent 


would have to kick against the 
wind. 


Against Ohio State we won the 


toss and decided to defend the 
goal with the wind at our back. 
Our defense stopped the Buck, 
eyes on their 16-yard line, fore, 
ing them to punt against the 
wind. Our strategy worked be. 
cause we had the wind advantage 
and took over on their 49. 


On fourth down with one yard 


to go we gambled with a line 
play on their 41. We made the 
mistake of not making that yard. 
We lost ball possession and 
Ohio State marched 58 yards 
for the go ahead touchdown. 


When the toss is made the cap. 


tain winning the toss can make 
one of two decisions. He can 
elect to receive or kick, or he 
can decide to defend a certain 
goal. He does not have both 
options. 


If the captain elects to defend 


a certain goal with the wind at 
his back, the opposing captain 
has the choice of receiving or 
kicking. Seldom will the loser 
of the toss elect to kick be. 
cause his opening klckoff, pro* 
vided 
the toss winner picks 


the correct goal, would be into 
the wind. 


So the loser receives. But 


when he falls to get his often, 
sive In gear on the first series 
of plays he must eventually kick 
and all punters hate to kick into 
the wind. 


ft not only lowers their kick* 


ing average but, more 
im. 


portent, puts their team in a 
vulnerable position. It is easier 
to run and easier to pass with 
be wind rather than fight it. 


Before the start of the second 


half the loser of the toss shall 
choose one of the options. The 
team trailing by two touchdowns 
often will elect to receive. 


That* s all they can do because 


a losing team must try to get that 
football and men call on their 
strongest maneuvers to get on 
the Scoreboard. When one touch, 
down behind to start the second 
half most teams losing 
the 


toss will go for that wind ad. 
vantage.

ery, but be informational and 
instructional as well. 


It will consist of two public 


rooms, an auditorium with a 


projection booth and seating 
capacity for several persons 
and an exhibit room in which 
an aquarium displaying live fish 
will be located. 


Adjacent to the building con. 


taining the auditorium and ex. 
hibit rooms, there will be a 
fountain, display pool, flagpole, 
and parking facilities for visi- 
tors. 


As a part of the operational 


installations there will be a 
series of double raceways 500 
feet long that can be divided 
into 40 separate operating units, 
a main hatchery office building, 
utility 
building, 
four rest, 


deuces, an aerator, and quararu 
tine building.

tion of the quarantine building 
and visitor complex, the hatch- 
ery grounds will be enclosed 
by a chain link fence.

The primary years have a 


special 
significance 
in the 


school life of most children. 
It is during these years that a 
youngster establishes his feel- 
Ings about school. Either school 
becomes a good place to be, or 
one to which he goes with in- 
creasing reluctance, mounting 
anxiety, and often open dislike. 


Most boys and girls enter the 


first grade eagerly and. with 
enthusiasm. This is the year 
they are going to "real" school 
—this is the year they will 
learn to read. As every first, 
grade teacher knows, many a 
youngster is disappointed when 
he doesn't learn to read on the 
very first day of school. Main, 
taining children* s eagerness to 
learn at a high level, after 
they've discovered that the pro. 
cess isn't instantaneous, is 
most important. We know that 
the child who continues to like 
school, who comes willingly, is 
usually the child who is best 
able to learn. 


The teacher of reading has a 


particularly crucial part to play 
in helping a child adjust happily 
to school. A child who leaves 
the primary level without the 
ability to read adequately and 
to communicate his thoughts 
clearly in written and oral Eng. 
lish, will be a handicapped child 
In his later school years. 


When a child falls behind the 


other boys and girls, the feel, 
ing he has about himself and his 
own competence are likely to 
be sorely damaged. Among our 
school dropdouts and delin. 
quents there Is a high pro- 
portion of children who have 
suffered humiliation and dis. 
couragement in the classroom, 
often because of reading dif. 
ficulttes. 


To help children maintain con* 


fidence through the complex, 
often slow process of learning 
to read, the primary teacher 
needs an understanding of the 
developmental growth patterns 
and the needs of the young school 
child. 
Only as she suits her 


methods of teaching to these 
growth patterns and needs will 
she be able to avoid discour- 
agement for the child as a learn- 
er—and for herself as a teach- 
er. 


For each child who entered a 


first grade in the Warren Coun- 
ty School District this year the 
first 
experience with books 


could have been exhilarating. 
Hundreds of delightful child, 
pen's books pour from the press 
each year. Modern reading pro- 
grams include interesting and 
stimulating materials. We now 
have tools and methods for de. 
veloping reading skills for all 
levels of abilities. We Tecog. 
nlze that children learn to read 
in many ways. A child learns 
at his own pace, we must pro. 
vide a learning situation for him 
without stigma attached to the 
pace. 


H he learns best through his 


eyes, use predominantly visual 
methods in teaching him to read; 
if he Is one of those who learns 
best through his ears techniques 
are utilized which will help him 
to use his ears as well as his 
eyes. 


We know that background mak. 


es a difference, too. In a school 
district as large as the Warren 
County School District, geo. 
graphically speaking, we know 
that we are confronted with stu- 
dents that possess a wide range 
of environmental backgrounds. 
With these known conditions 
the Warren County School Dis. 
trict is presently employing a 
number of reading programs 
that appear to best meet the 
needs of students in a par. 
ticular attendance area. 


In the Sheffield 
attendance 


area Pitman's J/t/a program 
is utilized in first grade. This 
approach to the problem of be- 
ginning reading is the result 
of much research on the part of 
an Englishman, Sir James Pit. 
man. Pitman's "Initial Teach, 
ing Alphabet" is a simple sys. 
te matte notation which Is used 
in beginning reading books and 
which is continued until the child 
has acquired fluency and com. 
petence in the art of reading. 
At ttiis point the student trans, 
fers his skill to reading and 
writing with our standard al- 
phabet and traditional spelling. 


The i/t/U approach is based 


upon the belief that an ideal 


1 reading program is possible un* 


der two conditions: (l) where 
the language contains as many 
letters as there are sounds, and, 
(2) where each letter always 
stands for one sound. 


English as it is spoken, can 


be broken down into forty Jour 
different sounds. 
The letter 
"o," for example, stands for 
one sound in "gone" but a dif. 
ferent sound in "done." and it 
changes its sound twice more 
in "bone" and "one." 
The 


child soon discovers that there 
are other similar situations In 
the English language. As a re. 
suit, the general rule of the 
i/t/a approach is that words 
are spelled as they sound; one 
would be spelled "wun," bone 
would be "boen," table would 
be"tabl," sky would be "side," 
etc. 
While there are rules for 


the teacher to follow, the child 
has no rules. He is first en. 
couraged to spell as he speaks; 
later, 
the teacher begins to 


modify this procedure in terms 
of encouraging correctness of 
encoding sound as well as cor. 
rectness in terms of the transi- 
tion into which he is going* 


With the y\/* medium, the 


Child quickly sees that written 
characters are highly depend, 
able symbols for speech sounds. 
It makes reading and writing 
such a simple process that the 
two 
activities are learned 


simultaneously. 
They supple* 


ment each other, and the child 
learns rapidly. 


The transition stage general, 


ly takes place at the end of 
first grade and second grade. 
The ease of the transition pro. 
cess is one of the key factors 
in judging the success of the 
i/t/a 
medium. The child, of 


course, is surrounded from the 
very beginning with materials 
printed in the traditional al» 
phabet on the outside of school 
as well as In the home, on tele, 
vision, in newspapers, etc. It 
has been found, 
through re- 


search, that the child will be 
curious about the printed word 
and will want to read such ma- 
terial as he sees in his home. 
He is encouraged to do so as 
this does not have a negative 
effect on his learning in school. 
Instead, it will enhance his abil- 
ity to make the transition more 
naturally at a later date. 


In the Tidioute attendance area 


a non^raded reading program 
is in operation on (he elemen. 
tary level. 
This program is 


based upon the belief that the 
school curriculum should be 
democratically 
organized to 


provide a desirable environ, 
ment where the children of all 
abilities are provided the op- 
portunity to grow at their in.

personal 
ways—physically, 


emotionally, mentally, and so. 
c tally. 


Grouping for reading instruc- 


tion where children with like 
learning needs are placed to- 
gether attempts to provide na. 
tural leadership in each group. 
The evaluation of pupils is an 
important factor in the non* 
graded reading program based 
on reading levels. To facili- 
tate adequate grouping the fol. 
lowing Instruments are utilized 
in the process of evaluation: 
Metropolitan Readiness Tests. 
Reading Tests, Achievement 
Tests, and Group Intelligence 
Tests. Other bases for evalua- 
tion include dally classwork, 
oral questioning, emotional and 
social maturity, and the com. 
Dined judgement of the 
teach, 


ers. counselor, and principal. 
As the child progresses through 
the learning sequence at his own 
rate of speed ha Is permitted 
to cover 
material so often 


denied him in a graded sys. 
tern. 
A child is not limited 


to one level of material, but 
may cover several levels in a 
year's time. No time limit 
is established for the comple- 
tion of any level. There is no 
established amount of material 
to be covered in a year's time. 
Each child 
Is encouraged to 


work at his own rate of learn, 
ing and this rate may vary with, 
in a year's or over several 
years' time. The child may 
either move from one level to 
another or from one room to 
another at any time during the 
year. These moves are based 
on the needs of the individual. 


The individual interests of 


each child are stimulated, guid- 
ed and developed by his school 
experiences.

The linguistic approach is em. 


ployed in teaching reading to 
first grade students at the North 
Warren 
Elementary School. 


Linguistics means the sclen. 
tific study of language. Lin. 
guists are scientists who study 
our language in terms of its 
basic structure. 
This study 


includes such areas as sound 
patterns, stress and intonation 
and syntactic structure. Lin. 
guists define language as the 
system of speech sounds by 
which human beings communi. 
cate witii one another. 


Linguists recognize the fact 


that since birth the child has 
been surrounded by a language, 
or, a system of speech sounds. 
He hears his language with its 
intricate patterns since birth; 
he begins to speak it himself 
at about the age of two. By 
the time most children come to 
school, they have a speaking 
vocabulary of several thousand 
words and can use and under- 
stand a variety of sentence pat. 
terns. 
Teaching children to 


read is a matter of helping 
them recognize words and sen.

To assist 
beginning readers in under, 
standing the relationship be. 
tween the sounds (phonemes) 
of our language and the letters 
(graphemes), 
linguists have 


classified words (morphemes) 
according to their most basic 
phoneme—grapheme patterns, 
such as man, fan, can, or mat, 
fat, cat, etc. 


In beginning reading, pupils 


are presented with words that 
follow consistent spelling pat- 
terns, thus, eliminating for the 
child the necessity of memoriz- 
ing every word to be learned* 
This is because the unlocking of 
one word will help them unlock 
the pronunciation of the next, 
and so on indefinately.

regularly spelled 
words can 


then be introduced in a control, 
led and gradual manner as ex- 
ceptions to the basic structure 
being learned, to stepJiy^tep 
progression, the regular spell, 
ing patterns of the language are 
covered until the child has de. 
veloped a set of techniques for 
decoding written language into 
speech. A child should gain in- 
dependence and develop a feel, 
ing of security through reliance 
of these skills when confronted 
with a new or difficult word. 
Guessing as well as memoriz. 


ing are eliminated when pupils 
learn to use the letters of words 
to trigger the sounds of lang- 
uage. In the initial stages of 
reading, no word is included 
that is not already inthechilcf s 
speaking vocabulary. This mak. 
es it possible for the child to 
move from the sounds of lang. 
uage, which he already knows, 
to the spelling pattern which 
represents those sounds, to the 
meaning which the sounds con. 
f-7. 
As pupils gain skill in the 


decoding process, they are able 
to read increasingly more com. 
plex materials in which infer. 
•Dees, shades of meaning and 
concept developmcut play an 
important put. Linguists be* 
IteVe that when problems of 
word recognition are redoccd 
to a minimum, (he real job 
of interpretation and concept de, 
velopment can be fostered with. 


out the distracting need for help 
with word identification, ft is 
believed that In a linguistics 
program the child realizes that 
he can read, and this success 
Is the very best kind of motiva- 
tion. 


All first grade students at 


Youngsville and one first grade 
class at Pittsfleld are being

by a method known as 


"Phonetic Keys to Reading." 
This system of instruction dif. 
fers from traditional reading 
programs 
hi two very 1m. 


portant aspects. 
First, the 


readiness period equips pupils 
with basic word-attack skills 
by introducing them to all the 
letters and the most frequent, 
ly used sounds of the English 
language. Secondly, the read!, 
ness program stresses com. 
prehension of spoken language 
as a preparation for readhig 
comprehension. 


An example of instruction by 


the Phonetic Key method might 
best be explained in the fol. 
lowing manner: 


The teacher tells or reads 


an " interest-story" to the child, 
ren. Guided discussion of in. 
terest^torles not only paves 
the way for reading comprehen- 
sion but causes certain words 
to be used verbally by the 
children. As these words are 
used, the teacher asks the pup. 
lls to listen carefully for cer. 
tain sounds hi the words, which 
in turn leads to word attack. 
The sounds heard in the words 
are associated with letters or 
letter patterns. A knowledge 
of 
sound-symbol relationship 


makes words easy to unlock. 
The ability to unlock printed 
words and associate them with 
their spoken counterparts plus 
the ability to glean meaning 
from groups of words enable 
the pupils to begin effective 
work with written English. 


When the pupils get further 


Into the program, they are chal- 
lenged by more difficult words, 
longer and more varied sen. 
tences, and longer and more 
complex stories. 


As can be seen these four 


methods 
employed to teach 


reading to first graders hi dif. 
ferent attendance areas of the 
Warren County School District 
are in many ways quite similar. 
A complete evaluation will be 
made of the various approaches 
in comparison with the tradi- 
tional approach which is em* 
ployed In all other elementary 
schools of the district. 
A 


complete reliable evaluation of 
these programs will, by the 
very nature of the complicated 
art of learning to read, require 
a rather lengthy period of time. 
For example, at the end of the 
fifth grade how does the l/t/e. 
student compare with a fifth 
grader who received his pri. 
mary reading instruction by a 
different approach? To answer 
this and similar questions the 
verdict concerning the feasibll. 
Ity of these approaches cannot 
be made for some time. 


The School Board and pro. 


fessional staff fully realizes 
that no other teaching achieve* 
ment is quite so satisfying and 
personally rewarding as that 
of helping a child gain the skills 
needed to enable him to guide 
and direct his own learning. 
Reading is such a basic skill. 
The wisdom of the ages and 
myctertM o* fee wtversc are 
open to an wno can read ef- 
fectively. Reading is truly the 
keystone skill of human exis- 
tence.

CHEST WALL DEFECTS 


Deformities of the breastbone (sternum) usually de* breath, 


velop before birth. They may be hereditary; or repre- serious 
sent nature's poor workmanship. Some babies are born 
with out a sternum or an Incomplete breastbone with 
an opening down the center. The heart may protrude 
from the front of the chest when there is no solid 
bony support in this area. 


also are born without certain ribs or cartilages 


that connect the ribs with the sternum. A partial absence 
of the upper ribs on one side is the most common 
deformity of this type. These youngsters also lack the 
pectoral muscle and breast on the same side. Accord, 
ing to Dr. Mark M. Ravltch of the University of Chicago, 
these defects should be corrected surgically because 
they become accentuated with the passage of time. 


Depression of the breastbone (pectus excavatum) is 


one of the most common chest deformities. 
The 


concavity varies in depth and may reach the vertebrae 
In the back. 
In most instances, the depression is hi 


the lower part of the sternum and creates a problem 
when it presses upon or displaces the heart. B may 
be noted at birth but can be missed until the Infant 
is a few months old. As the child grows, the front of 
the chest flattens, the shoulders become rounded and 
the head Is thrust forward. Some develop a potbelly. 


The condition seldom causes symptoms during in- 


fancy. According to Dr. Ravltch, mothers report that 
the tyke is more vigorous, energetic, and eats better 
than her other offspring. 
Older children are handi- 


capped slightly, in that they cannot tolerate severe 
physical stress without tiring or becoming short of 


Occasionally pressure on the heart Induces 
cardiac incapacity. Plastic surgery not only 


relieves distress but corrects the cosmetic defect.
